Serbs, Croats fight in streets for Vukovar 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — The Serb-led Yugoslav army battled Croatian 
defenders street by street Sunday for control of Vukovar, a powerful symbol 
in the civil war over Croatia’s independence drive. 

Belgrade media said federal troops had captured a strategic hill overlooking 
the center of Vukovar, and the eastern Croatian stronghold appeared to be on 
the verge of failing after a three-month battle. 

The Yugoslav army also rained more shells on the republic’s Adriatic port of 
Dubrovnik, another hotly contested region in the civil war over Croatia’s 
attempts to break away from Yugoslavia with all of its territory intact. 

The fighting continued despite an appeal on Saturday by Serbian-led 
Yugoslav leaders for the United Nations to send peacekeepers to Croatia. 

Croatia said it would accept peacekeepers along its borders, but not be- 
tween Serb and Croat communities within the republic as the Serbs sug- 
gested. 

The fighting began after Croatia declared independence on June 25. 

Serbia has said Croatia cannot secede from Yugoslavia within its present 
borders, claiming the republic’s 600,000-strong Serb minority would face 
persecution. 

Serb rebels and the Serbian-dominated federal army have captured about 
one-third of Croatia’s territory in 4 1/2 months of fighting. 

More ethnic tensions have been raised in the country in Bosnia. 


U.N. forces begin arrival in Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia — Australian soldiers in blue berets arrived 
Sunday in Cambodia, the first of a vast U.N. force that will try to keep peace in 
the country wrecked by 18 years of civil war. 

In yet another sign of hope for the devastated Southeast Asian land, U.S. 
diplomats were flying to Phnom Penh on Monday to restore relations severed 
16 years ago. 

Japanese diplomats also arrived to open a new embassy, four days ahead of 
the arrival of Prince Norodom Sihanouk, who will lead an interim government. 

Under a United Nations-brokered peace accord signed last month, the 
government and three guerrilla groups are to lead the country toward demo- 
cratic elections scheduled in 1993. The war between them raged since Vietnam 
invaded in 1978, ousting the ruthless Khmer Rouge Communists that three 
years earlier drove out a pro-American government. 

The 37 soldiers arrived aboard two C-130 transport planes also filled with 
tons of communications equipment. 


Japan considers lifting WWII ban 


TOKYO — Secretary of State James A. Baker III arrived in Japan on 
Sunday, less than a week after a new government took office, to confer with 
leaders pledging to fashion a more aggressive global role for their economically 
powerful country including ending its ban on sending troops overseas. 

Prime Minister Kiichi Miyazawa is pressing the Japanese parliament to lift 
the ban on sending Japanese forces outside its border, in place since the end of 
World War II, but is mindful of possible international reaction. 

He emphasized in a speech three days after taking office that he remains 
committed “to an exclusively defensive posture and not becoming a military 
power such as might threaten other countries.” 

A senior State Department official said during Baker’s flight from The 
Netherlands to Tokyo that Japan’s new willingness to consider making its 
forces available for U.N. peacekeeping activities was attributable to the 
Persian Gulf War. 

“The gulf crisis produced soul searching in Japan about the issue,” said the 
officiai, speaking on condition his name not be used. “The result of the crisis 
produced soul searching in Japan about the issue.” 


Blood fat level may predict heart disease 


ANAHEIM, Calif. — A blood fat measurement widely ignored by doctors 
could be an important predictor of heart disease and diabetes in patients with 
high cholesterol, researchers said Sunday. 

The fats, called triglycerides, have been widely thought to have little effect 
on heart disease risk unless they occurred at far higher than normal levels in 
the blood, said Dr. Antonio Gotto of Baylor College of Medicine in Houston. 

Studies presented Sunday in conjunction with the American Heart Associa- 
tion’s annual meeting suggest that even mildly elevated triglyceride levels 
may be an important indicator of heart disease risk, Gotto said. 

Last year, a survey of doctors found that only 7 percent thought triglyce- 
rides were useful in evaluating heart disease risk, Gotto said. 

That should change, Gotto said. Physicians should take into account triglyc- 
eride levels when trying to determine how to reduce a patient's risk of Heart 
disease. Triglycerides appear to be expecially important in patients with the 
so-called bad form of cholesterol, 16W density lippoproteins, or LDLs, he Said. 


Duke spars with past on ‘Meet the Press’ 


NEW ORLEANS — David Duke denied Sunday that he was ever a Nazi 
Party member and again apologized for his past intolerance as the campaign 
for Louisiana governor moved into its last week. 

Duke, a renegade Republican, and former three-term Gov. Edwin Ed- 
wards, a Democrat, sparred on NBC’s “Meet The Press.” They spent most of 
their 20-minute segment disagreeing and interrupting each other and trying to 
shake off their pasts. The side-by-side meeting in the TV studio was the last 
scheduled joint appearance by the two before their runoff election Saturday. 

Also Sunday, Newsweek said it was reporting in its Nov. 18 issue that 
one-time Duke backers have questioned whether he pocketed $19,000 he 
raised for a pro-white group protesting a 1987 civil rights march in Forsyth 
County, Ga. A Duke spokesman said the money was returned to donors unless 
they opted to make a “personal gift” to Duke, the magazine reported. 

Duke, a state representative who has been disowned by President Bush and 
other GOP leaders, was grand wizard of the Ku Klux Klan in the late 1970s.

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Car accident kills 
two BYU students

Two members of the BYU lacrosse 
team were fatally injured and two 
others seriously hurt when their car 
rolled twice off the shoulder of I-80 in 
Tooele County at approximately 5:30 
a.m. Sunday, according to the Utah 
Highway Patrol. 

The players were returning from a 
tournament at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Davis when the driver ap- 
parently fell asleep at the wheel and 
then woke and over-corrected. 

Douglas Dellastatious, an 18-year- 
old freshman from Centerville, was 
pronounced dead at the scene and 
taken toa mortuary in Tooele. Dellas- 
tatious lived at R-706 Deseret Tow- 
ers. 

Also killed was driver Samuel V. 
Ladd, 22, asophomore from Gaithers- 
burg, Md., who was pronounced dead 
at the University of Utah Medical 
Center. 

According to Charlene Barrett, 
nursing supervisor at the medical 
center, Ladd suffered severe head in- 
juries. Ladd lived at 182 E. 800 North 
in Provo. 

Sophomores Matthew Dyer Claw- 
son, 21, 2885 Rolling Knolls, Provo, 
and Scott Cothran, 21, 1959 N. 650 
West, Provo, from Annapolis, Md., 
were injured and taken to Utah Val- 
ley Regional Medical Center. 

Both were listed in serious condi- 


tion, with Clawson in the Coronary 
Care Unit and Cothran in the Inter- 
mediate Care Unit. 

Paul Richards, director of BYU 
public communications, said Cothran 
suffered a broken wrist and will un- 
dergo surgery to repair facial lacera- 
tions. Clawson also suffered severe 
lacerations in the incident. 

“We're all shocked. The adminis- 
tration and the whole University is 
terribly sorry about the situation,” 
Richards said. 

“We're doing everything we can 
to try to prevent this sort of thing 
from happening again.” 

R.J. Snow, vice president of Stu- 
dent Life, and Rollie Bestor, head of 
the extramural program, contacted 
the parents of Dellastatious and Ladd 
on behalf of BYU. 

Lacrosse coach Greg Saunders, 
who did not travel with the team be- 
cause of family matters, said the four 
players left California before the rest 
of the team, which was traveling in 
two BYU vans. 

At press time, Saunders did not 
‘know why the group did not stay with 
the team, which was staying the night 
in Lake Tahoe, Nev., and planned to 
return to Provo Sunday afternoon. 

Saunders said he will hold a team 
meeting tonight to discuss how the 
squad can help the families of those 
involved, and how to proceed through 
the remainder of the season, which 
will resume next semester. 


Capitol Reef awash in history, 
natural beauty and color

apitol Reef National Park 

combines a mixture of spec- 

tacular geological wonders 

with Indian and early 
pioneer settler history to form a natu- 
ral landmark that is enjoying increas- 
ing popularity in Utah. 

Once heralded as the "least known 
national park,” Capitol Reef was first 
founded in 1937 as a national monu- 
ment. 

George Davidson, Public Informa- 
tion Officer for Capitol Reef National 
Park, said the name, Capitol Reef, 
actually comes from two land marks 
within the park boundaries. 

He said the reef” comes from a long 
exposed formation of sandstone. 
"Capitol” comes from a dome forma- 
tion made of white sandstone along 
the Fremont River that many believe 
looks like the Capitol Dome in Wash- 
ington D.C. 

The park was originally set aside to 
protect the geological wonders found 
within its borders. One such feature is

SALT LAKE CITY — Some 225 
sheep were killed when a tractor- 
trailer toppled as the driver tried to 
negotiate a turn on rainslick Inter- 
state 15, according to the Utah High- 
way Patrol. 

Most of the sheep were crushed in 
the early Saturday accident, but 
UHP troopers had to shoot some in- 
jured animals. 

Carcasses were scattered along the 
road near the Interstate 80 inter- 
change after the driver swerved and 
his load shifted, causing the trailer to 
roll, said Trooper Brent Dunlap. The 
driver and relief driver, both of Mon- 
tana, were not injured in the early 
morning accident. 

The rig was southbound on I-15 
when the driver realized he was in the 
wrong lane as he rounded the curve. 
“He slammed on the brakes to slow 
down, and his load shifted enough for 
him to lose control because of the wet 
roads,” Dunlap said. “It rolled on its 
side and slid up against the embank- 
ment.” 

Salt Lake County sheriff's deputies 
and South Salt Lake firefighters cut 
open the back of the trailer and cor- 
ralled the surviving sheep near the 
road with portable metal fencing.

“A monocline is a steep drop-off 
slope on one side of the earth’s sur- 
face,” Davidson said. 

Davidson said a local Utah resi- 
dent, Ephraim P. Pecpol, was a key 
individual in the park’s establish- 
ment. “Then in 1969, a group of con- 
servationists succeeded in establish- 
ing an enormous national park that 
included 250,000 acres.” 

But Davidson said the name itself 
was actually one of the park’s incon- 
sistencies. “Capitol Reef, when ap- 
plied to the park, is actually a mis- 
nomer. Waterpocket Fold spans the 
length of the park and is the geologi- 
cal feature on which most of the park 
sits. 

After debate on the land use with 
local residents, the park was set up in 
1971 at its present size of approxi- 
mately 241,000 acres. 

Besides the rocks, Capitol Reef 
also boasts early Utah Indian picto- 
graphs and petroglyphs, an early 
Mormon settlement and even-some 
petrified forest areas.

In his book “The Golden Legacy, A 
Folk History of J. Golden Kimball” 
Thomas E. Cheney said that Golden 
was known for telling it like it was. 
This often included swearing. 

Kimball’s trademark words were 
“damn” and “hell” and were disdained 
by the other general authorities and 
leaders of the LDS Church, Cheney’s 
book said. 

He did this to shock the members of

Nettell said each of the districts, 
although somewhat similar, have 
their own unique characteristics. 

For example, Island in the Sky, 
north of the merging of the rivers, is

Needles, on the other hand, lo- 
cated southeast of the rivers, is nes- 
tled in a lower, broader canyon, and 
contains tall sandstone spires; hence 
the name “Needles.” 

Nettell said the Maze area, located 
southwest of the rivers, is one of the 
most desolate areas of the country. 

He said there is only one road into 
the area and no trails. Nettell said all 
of the area is rugged backcountry. 


Nettell. saidthe-rivers.are the most. 


popular part of Canyonlands. Many 
people come to Canyonlands for boat 
trips down the Green and Colorado 
rivers.

Rock walls, 
clear streams 
beautify Zion

tourists, Zion is the most extraordi- 
nary and beautiful example of 
canyon erosion in the world. 

Zion National Park is about 45 
miles east of St. George. Its shear 
rock walls and meadow streams are 
considered one of the nation’s best 
kept secrets. 

“The total vertical relief of these 
walls is just amazing,” said Larry 
Vanslyke, chief park ranger. 

“They start about 4,000 feet at 
the base and rise up to 7,000 (feet),” 
he said. 

At the bottom of the deep, narrow 
canyon lies the crystal clear Virgin 
River. sce, 

‘The river flows through-the mid-

path is lined with age-old cotton- 
wood trees. 

The many mesas atop the tower- 
ing walls can be seen from Lava 
Point at the north end of the park. 

Vanslyke said those that fly over 
the area can see additional beauty in 
this unique area. 

The Temple of Sinawava is a natu- 
ral rock amphitheater. 

Sinawava echoes the sounds of 
cars, birds and voices. 

Zion got its name from early LDS 
settlers who immigrated to the area 
in the early 1860s. 

Isaic Behunin, the first settler to 
call the area home, called the area 
Zion because he saw it as a place of 
refuge. 

“Mucuntuweap,” meaning arrow 
quiver or place of straight walls, 
was the name local Piute Indians 
gave the area. 

“The Indians knew the only way 
to get out of the area was the same 
way you came in,” said Tim Manns, 
park historian. 

In 1906, a government surveyor, 
Leo Snow, came into the area and 
noticed its astounding beauty. 

Because of Snow’s influence in 
Washington, he was able to con- 
vince President Howard Taft to des- 
ignate the 20,000 acre area as “Mu- 
cuntuweap National Monument”. 

LDS officials approached govern- 
ment officials in 1918 during the ex- 
pansion of the park and told the gov- 
ernment the LDS people had always 
called the area Zion. 

In 1919, a national park named 
Zion-was formed. 


to the park and since then private 
land within the park’s boundaries 
has been purchased to bring the 
park’s size to 147,000 acres.

Hendricks said the main difference 
between national monuments and 
parks is that monuments generally 
have only one significant feature 
while parks usually have many. 

For example, Timpanogos Cave 
National Monument mainly features 
the cave while Yellowstone Park has 
bears, geysers and other scenery. 

Haubert said there are 358 units 
(parks, monuments, historic sites and 
reserves) managed by the Park \Ser- 
vice and only 50 of these are desig- 
nated as parks. 

National parks preceded the Na- 
tional Park Service by several 
decades. 

Many popular parks like Yellow- 
stone, set aside in 1872, and 
Yosemite, set aside in 1890, had been 
around for years before the National 
Park Service came along.

' The Parks Services managed the 
land from 1958 to 1972 until it was 
named a national recreation area. As 
established by Congress in 1972, the 
park is now run by the National 
Forest Service. 

“We have in excess of 3,000,000 
visitors each year,” said Charlotte 
Obergh, management assistant in 
public affairs for Glen Canyon Recre- 
ational Area. “Many of those visitors 
come from all over the world.” 

The park is No. 1 in service for 
overnight stays compared to other 
parks nationwide. “The majority of 


the people that visit us stay for at 
least five days,” she said. 

The park is bordered by three other 
national parks, including the Grand 
Canyon, and extends into five differ- 
ent counties in Utah and Arizona. 

Beautiful Lake Powell finds its 
home within the expanse of the park. 
Powell, the second largest man-made 
lake in the nation, provides 1,900 
miles of shoreline. 

In spite of how large it appears, 
Lake Powell only occupies 13 percent 
of the entire park. 

The lake also backs into 96 side- 
canyons providing many opportuni- 
ties for hiking and camping. 

“The park also shares a border with 
the Navajo Indian Reservation lo- 
eated in Arizona,” Obergh said. 

“The park is simply beautiful. 
There is so much to do and see that 

you need at least a week when you 
come,” she said.
